Some homeless people, many of whom 
receive CTA fare cards for free from social 
service agencies, view riding trains hour after 
hour as one of their few options to stay warm 
in weather like this, social service agencies 
and the CTA said. 

The trains also provide a degree of safety as 
the crime rate on the CTA system is lower than 
in many neighborhoods, police statistics show 

Advocates for the homeless also point out 
that having fewer rules to follow aboard pub- 
lic transit versus in a shelter or other program 
can give their clients little incentive to change 
their routines. 

“We work with people who are really the 
sickest folks and the most disenfranchised,

As the weather’s gotten colder, the CTA has 
increased its outreach efforts with Thresh- 
olds, which sends social workers aboard trains 
to try steering the homeless toward its hous- 
ing and health care services. 

Richardson said the average commuter 
who encounters a person living on the streets 
likely doesn’t understand that attempts have 
probably been made to offer help. 

“By nature of mental illness, the engage- 
ment process can take a long time,” she said. 
“Sometimes it takes numerous contacts. Oth- 
er times people are ready for help. It depends 
on what their tolerance level is. We try to re- 
spect the person’s desires and needs.”

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‘About A Boy’ tugs at the heartstrings

Some might argue that Jason Katims is the 
cardiac specialist ofTV shows. 

In recent years, the writer-producer’s 
heart-tugging power perhaps was most pal- 
pable in cult favorite football/family drama 
“Friday Night Lights”— compelling its fans to 
live life according to its maxim, “Clear eyes, 
full hearts, can’t lose.” Then came the almost 
weekly cry-fests brought on by the emotional 
turmoil in family drama “Parenthood,” cur- 
rently in its fifth season. 

Next month, he’s presenting his next heart- 
y project, only this time it’s a comedy: ‘A^bout 
a Boy,” another adaptation of a movie by the 
same name, which in effect is an adaptation of 
the Nick Hornby novel. 

The half-hour stars David Walton as Will, 
whose life gets a jolt when an ii-year-old boy 
(Benjamin Stockham) and his mother (Min- 
nie Driver) move in next door. 

The NBC series is getting a post-Olympics 
rollout Feb. 22 before moving to its regular 
time slot Feb. 25. 


“About a Boy” doesn’t feel like a traditional 
comedy in that it’s not playing for laughs. 
And it’s a setup that easily could have fit into 
a drama format. What was the reason behind 
making it a half-hour? 

I felt something in that movie and in that 
book that I really connected to. It was that 
theme of surrogate parenting, surrogate 
fathers. I think that’s something that even 
though you can, say look at “Friday Night 
Lights” and think these are opposite shows, 
those themes sort of play through. So I was 
drawn to that, and it felt like there was away 
to do a show that could live in the half-hour 
world while also allowing me to tell the kinds 
of stories that I like to tell, which is stories 
about people, about relationships, and watch 
those relationships begin to grow and get 
more complicated as they go. And I really 
wanted to do a show that’s funny but doesn’t 
feel like you’re being hit with so many jokes 
that you lose the characters. 

A special element of “Parenthood” has been

Dax Shepard will be on, playing Crosby

I feel like it’s finally time we address the el- 
ephant in the room. Joel and Julia [in “Parent- 
hood”]. What? Why? How? Huh? 

Uh, you know, because it happens. 

Some people felt Joel’s response was out of 
character, others thought it snowballed out of 
control. How do you respond to that? 

Well ... I feel with the Joel and Julia relation- 
ship is that while there is this incredible love 
between them, and always has been, there’s also 
been throughout their relationship lots of ten- 
sion. They’ve always been a couple that maybe 
has an issue but then kiss and make up at the 
end of the episode. But we felt that there’s 
been such a transition in their lives —Julia not 
working, Joel going back to work and a lot of 
the struggles they’ve had with Victor ... they’ve 
been pushed a lot further than they’ve been 
pushed before. So I feel what people are re- 
sponding to is they don’t expect that to happen.

Inside the helmets 



Daft Punk redefines pop 
while handling fame 
on their own terms

To the pop cognoscenti, the French dance- 
music duo Daft Punk exists as an ideal— mod- 
ern musicdom’s most consistent, influential, 
enigmatic trailblazer— in addition to being 
crowned the major winner of the 2014 Gram- 
my Awards by scoring record of the year and 
album of the year trophies. 

But to another section of the population, 
those willfully ignorant of this year’s Coachella 
lineup, for instance, the question Sunday might 
have been: Who were those masked robots? 

Thanks to Daft Punk’s abiding silence at the 
awards podium, its members’ identities ob- 
scured by futuristic helmets— not to mention 
the mystique cultivated by remaining off cam- 
era for more than half of their performance of 
the ubiquitous “Get Lucky”— the French duo 
spoke volumes about their selective embrace 
of the celebrity spotlight. 

Contrary to misperceptions. Daft Punk’s 
Thomas Bangalter and Guy-Manuel de 
Homem-Christo speak fluent English. And 
despite rarely granting interviews, the two are 
hardly shy about expressing themselves. Split- 
ting time between their native Paris and L.A., 
they operate their production company Daft 
Arts out of Hollywood’s Jim Henson complex. 

Since 2001, however, they have refused 
to appear in public as Daft Punk without 
their robot disguises. Few outside of a core 
group of collaborators and friends could pick 
De Homem-Christo and Bangalter, both 39, 
out of a police lineup. 

This correspondent interviewed 
Daft Punk in 2010— the year the 
duo abandoned funked-out Big 
Beat electronica to venture 
into symphonic music with 
the soundtrack for “Tron: Leg- 
acy”— and can report on what 
the men (whom collaborator 
PharreU simply refers 
to as “the robots”) 
look like beneath the 
helmets. 

Bangalter is tall 
and slim with a 
head full of cork- 
screw brown 
curls and two 
days’ worth of 
stubble. Imag- 
ine a hipster ver- 


sion of Kramer from “Seinfeld” and you’re on 
the right track. Half a head shorter and mati- 
nee-idol handsome, De Homem-Christo is the 
more intense of the two, all pensive silences 
and halting remarks. 

Refusing to divulge their division of labor, 
the group members have remained in lock step 
regarding Daft Punk’s uncompromising art- 
istry— its avoidance of market-driven trends 
(basically abandoning the EDM sound that 
spawned a thousand imitators) in favor of pur- 
suing their own quirky agenda (i.e., the labor- 
intensive, handmade disco aesthetic of their 
album “Random Access Memories”), rewriting 
the rules of mainstream pop in the process. 

“We’re interested in the line between fic- 
tion and reality creating these fictional per- 
sonas that exist in real life,” Bangalter said in a 
Rolling Stone interview last year, placing their 
disguises within a continuum of theatrical pop 
performers that includes Kraftwerk, David 
Bowie’s Ziggy Stardust incarnation and KISS. 
“People thought the helmets were marketing 
or something, but for us it was sci-fi glam.” 

A full generation older than their non-mask- 
wearing contemporaries in the EDM field— 
including Skrillex, 26, and Avicii, 24— Daft 
Punk’s relative anonymity remains intact in an 
era of rampant over-sharing and performers 
pursuing fame for fame’s sake. 

“Daft Punk creates music and visuals in 
a very pure way” the group’s manager, Paul 
Hahn, told The L.A. Times in October. “It 
starts with self-identity The band doesn’t say to 
itself, ‘This is avant garde so it should be under- 
ground.’ More, they ask, ‘Why not? Why can’t 
our music be a 
big event?’ ”
